While it is true that such diseases as chickenpox, measles. 
and whoopingcough are often unreported by parents, and that. 
probably the above report does not include all cases which have 
occurred, it is certain that Rumford has enjoyed a remarkable 
‘immunity from all communicable diseases during 1927. The un- 
fortunate outbreak of typhoid fever in the autumn was fortu- 
nately checked by early recognition of the carrier, and removal 
of the source of the trouble. It is to the great credit of the 
medical profession of Rumford that out of twenty-five cases of 
typhoid, many of them of a most serious nature, not a single 
fatality resulted. 


Quarantine of communicable diseases has been maintained, 
and fumigation and disinfection carried out where required.

NUISANCES 


The difficulty of keeping clean the alleys in the rear of 
large tenement buildings is apparent, a great deal of time was 
spent on this work last summer, and conditions were on the 
whole improved. Complaints against tenants abutting upon such 
alleys were attended to as promptly as possible. 


TOWN OF RUMFORD 


Inadequate sewers have been a source of frequent com- 
plaint, and such nuisances hard to deal with except by the 
construction of sewers. The overflowing cess pool which re- 
ceives sewage from Pine and neighboring streets has been still 
further overloaded, and constitutes a constantly increasing 
health menace. Within .a year four cases of typhoid have been 
traced to this source. On Knox, Prospect and lower Franklin 
Streets new sewer construction is needed. On High Street the 
ledgy character of the land forbids the construction of septic 
tanks, and a sewer extension is needed to abate drainage nuis- 
ances. The same condition prevails on Railroad Street. 


MiLtk INSPECTION 


The Health Officer, with the State Dairy Inspector, made fre- 
quent visits to neighboring dairies during the past summer. 
Repeat calls were made on such dairies as required special 
attention. As a result five dairies have installed steam bottle 
washers and sterilizers, and several others are planning similar 
improvements. Dairymen for the most part are making a real 
effort to improve their product. 


WATER 


Samples of water are sent by the Water Board for analysis 
monthly and by this office when necessity arises. While the 
reports on the Mount Zircon water have so far.been satis- 
factory, I firmly believe that a chlorinator should be installed 
to absolutely safeguard water supply. I am told by the Health 
Department at Augusta that the amount of chlorine necessary 
to attain this end will be absolutely undetectable to the taste. 

Water from Virginia Spring and Blanchard Brook has been 
discontinued, and at present the town supply is from the Zircon 
reservoir only. 


VACCINATION 


Free vaccination was offered children entering school and 
203 vaccinations were made. - 

According to law itis necessary to offer free vaccination 
to the entire public on March first each year, this statement 
constitutes such notice. The only safeguard against smallpox 
is vaccination, and a 100 per cent vaccination would entirely 
eradicate this disease.

To the Trustees of the Rumford Public Library: 


I have the honor to present the twenty-third annual report of the 
Rumford Public Library. 


Considered from all angles the circulation for the year 1927 has 
been a normal one. Beginning with March and excepting July and 
August, when the library was closed, each month has shown a sub- 
stantial increase over the same month in the previous year. 


BOOK PURCHASE 

During 1927 three hundred and thirty-eight books were pur- 
chased for the Library. When so many books are being published 
and so many are in demand, it takes many hours of thoughtful work 
to decide just which books are most needed and which books we . 
ean afford. The largest part of our circulation is fiction. We do 
not want to lower our fiction circulation but we do want to increase 
our non-fiction circulation. The last few months have shown a 
decided gain in non-fiction which is very gratifying. This gain is 
largely in the Children’s Department where we are working on a 
new non-fiction collection. 
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GIFTS 


The Library has been generously remembered during the past 
year. Mrs. Hugh J. Chisholm sent us 40 books for our Children’s 
Room. Many of these were beautifully illustrated. Mr. Hugh J. 
Chisholm hhas given us two outstanding presents; a set of the 
“Historians History of the World” bound in tooled leather, and an 
oil painting of the White Mountains by Harrison B. Brown, one of 
Maine’s foremost artists. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Abbott Nile, the Public Library has 
received a photographic copy of the charter of the Town of Rum- 
ford. This will be framed and hung in a conspicuous place. We wish 
to acknowledge all the gifts which we have received. 


STAFF 


Mrs. Bernice MacKinnon who’ had been acting Librarian, resigned 
in January. Miss Frances Martin was hired as a part time assist- 
ant. Miss Eleanor Fortier and Miss Olive Elliott continued to help 
out in the busy hours. In September we decided that a full time 
assistant was needed. Miss Frances Martin was hired. At that 
time we also lost the services of Olive Elliott. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


The old charging desk was proving very inefficient. Not only 
that but it was in a bad place and poorly lighted. The children had 
no place they could really call their own. Their only reading space 
was the general passageway to the book stacks. We decided to finish 
a room in the basement for the children and to build a new desk in 
the space formerly allotted to children’s reading. This not only 
relieved the congestion in the stacks, but, by the removal of the old - 
desk, made the books more accessible to the public and the Librarian’s 
office, through which they formerly had to travel, private. 

As there was no systematic method of charging out books, 
many books were lost through failure to locate the person having 
the book. In February the Newark Charging System was installed 
and is proving its usefulness. 

During the summer the Library was closed for four weeks and 
the interior entirely redecorated. Our circulation suffered from this 
but the atmosphere of our Library was improved. Being situated, 
as it is, in Chisholm Park it is naturally a little dark and the darker 
-walls did not help it any. The new walls are cream and lighten us 
up considerably. 
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LIBRARY MEETINGS, ETC. 

Miss Brown represented the Rumford Public Library at the 
Wilton Round Table in the spring and at the annual meeting of 
the Maine Library Association in Waterville in September. She 
wishes to thank the Trustees for their liberal attitude towards our 
participation in these meetings. We need the help and influence of 
these gatherings. We also need the publicity for our Library. 

Miss Martin and Miss Brown attended the .six weeks Library 
Course at Simmon’s Summer School. 


RENTAL COLLECTION 
At the beginning of the year we started a rental collection to 
supplement our regular collection. We had our doubts as to how it 
would work out. It has been very successful. It is entirely self- 
supporting and has given the Library 23 books for the regular col- 
lection. ; 


REFERENCE 


For the size of our Library we have a very good reference collec- 
tion. The value of this collection cannot be measured by statistics. 
The reference books are in constant use. To help keep this collec- 
tion up-to-date during the past year, we have purchased the three 
new volumes of the Encyclopedia Brittanica, Webster’s New Inter- 
national Dictionary, Granger’s Index to Poetry and Recitations, 
Who’s Who Among North American Authors, and the usual year 
books. A new stand for the dictionary has been bought. 

The High School Freshmen and Sophomores were given courses 
of instruction in the use of the Library, the Card Catalogue, Ency- 
clopaedias, Reader’s Guide, ete. 

The Maine State Library has at all times given ready response 
_to our calls for books not available in our own Library. 


JUVENILE DEPARTMENT 

This department is practically new but is already outgrowing 
itself. The New Children’s room was opened the first of September 
and Miss Francis Martin placed in charge. The room is very at- 
tractive with its cream walls and mahogany woodwork. Even now 
we haven’t room to accommodate the numbers of children that are 
present every evening. 

The children form the largest part of our borrowers yet they 
claim a surprisingly small per cent of our books. One of their books 


circulates ten times to once of an adult book. It is no wonder that. 


their books wear out so fast. It is quite an item just to keep them 
stocked. 
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The regular Saturday morning meetings of the Girl’s Reading 
Club have been continued throughout the year. 

A flower contest was given in the spring for children from 8 to 
12 years of age. Each child was given a placard which was posted 
and as each flower was brought in and identified its name was added 
to that child’s list. The first child to bring in each new flower had 
a gold star also added to this name. 

Book Week was appropriately observed. We had an interesting © 
collection of the better editions of Children’s books on display. The 
Maine State Library lent us fifteen books for this exhibition. Sat- 
urday morning a Book Party was given when the children came 
dressed as their favorite characters. 

In the coming year we are going to strive to serve more people 
in the town. This is quite a problem because of the geography of 
the town. Many persons who really want to use the library cannot 
conveniently do so. We have helped the children somewhat by allow- 
ing the teachers in the rural schools to have deposits of books if they 
wished but we have done nothing for the adults. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Trustees for their 
courtesy and interest at all times and Mr. James B. O’Kane, editor 
of the Rumford Falls Times, for the space given to the Library news 
in the weekly paper.

Town Meeting of March, 1927 


Rumford, Maine, March 7th, A. D. 1927. 


In accordance with the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called 
to order by Amy B. Lyon, Town Clerk, at 6 o’clock in the forenoon, 
and by unanimous vote the entire reading of the warrant was dis- 
pensed with. The motion was made and seconded that Aretas E.

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Report of the 
Superintending School Committee 


The following report covering the year 1927 is respectfully 
submitted by the chairman of the School Board. 

The Board was reorganized in March 1927 with Florence 
A. Burgess, chairman, and L. BH. Williams, secretary. . 

The progress and accomplishments of the Rumford schools 
have been very pleasing to your School Board. Your attention is 
especially directed to the reports of the several heads of de-. 
partments; also, to the balance sheet showing the resources and 
expenditures of the school department for the year 1927. 


We are especially pleased to call your attention to the addi- 
tion of the Bisbee School. This addition has relieved to a con- 
siderable extent the congestion in the high school, but owing 
to the fact that for the past several years the number of pupils 
in the public schools has increased at the rate of about 60 per 
year, we feel that very scon the additional room will be claimed 
wholly by the elementary schools, and that the Junior High 
classes which now occupy the two upper rooms will be again 
forced into the high school building, and that the congestion will 
then be even greater than ever. An increase of sixty pupils per | 
year means the opening up of two new rooms and the addition 
of two extra teachers each year. It brings us nearer the per- 
plexing problem of a new and adequate high school building. 
Last year the Board placed an article in the warrant calling 
for the raising of $35,000 to be held at interest as a reserve fund 
for a proposed new building. It was hoped at that time that 
a like amount would be raised each year until a sufficient fund 
had accumulated so that we could see our way clear to make 
this long felt want a reality. This plan was not received favor- 
ably last. year but will again be brought up for consideration.- 

We feel that the amount raised for improvements at the 
Kimball School, Rumford Point, has been very wisely ex- 
pended and that the result is the best equipped rural school 
in the State. We are glad to know that the parents and pupils 
who are the patrons of the school are very appreciative. 

We approve of the policy of the town in appropriating an 
amount of money each year for the improvement of school 
erounds. Two years ago the Chisholm yard was covered by a 
the stm thing may be done at the Voate Selec atte 

ginia School grounds. 
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We again wish to remind our patrons of the crying need 
of a gymnasium and auditorium for the junior and senior high 
school. In the matter of an.athletic field we are pleased to 
know that the Alumni Association of Stephens High School have 
interested themselves in this project and recommend their pro- 
posals to your serious consideration. 

The appended list of recommendations for the several school 
funds are the result of very careful consideration on the part 
of your Board, and we hold ourselves in readiness at any time 
to explain more fully the reasons for any increases which are 
recommended.

As has been the case during the last few years, the senior and 
junior classes are larger than those of previous years. The soph- 
omore class is unusually small, as an unusual number dropped out. 
of school last year for various reasons, or failed to return this fall. 
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The freshman class is larger than last year’s class. In general, the 
entering classes tend to remain about the same in number, while 
those who enter are staying longer, and more of them are completing 
the courses offered. 
ATTENDANCE 

Pe ReionS attendance records in the school are being broken this 
year, due partly to increased interest in school work on the part 
of the pupils, partly to better cooperation on the part of the parents, 
and partly to an improved system of following up absences from the 
school office, which tends to eliminate most of the absences that are 
not absolutely necessary. The following table shows the steady im- 
provement in this phase of high school activity:

The number of instances of tardiness in the Fall term has dropped 
from 141 in 1925 to 120 in 1926 to 86 in 1927. There were 194 
pupils who attended every session of schocl during the Fall term, 
as compared to 174 in the Fall term of last year. 

It is interesting to note, too, that an unusually small number of 
pupils are dropping out of school this year. Since the opening of the 
Fall term only eight pupils have left the school. Of this number 
three moved out of town and are attending school elsewhere, leaving 
only five who have actually stopped attending school. Most of these 
were obliged to go to work, and in practically every case were pupils 
who were having difficulty with the regular school program. 


COURSE OF STUDY 

Changes in the course of study have been few this year. Outside 
of minor changes the only development has been the introduction of 
a course in business management, advertising, and salesmanship, 
open to seniors and juniors, and intended to furnish something 
practical for boys and girls who intend to enter business in some 
other capacity than as book-keepers and stenographers. The course 
is working out extremely well. 


ACTIVITIES 
The program of high school activities is increasing and broaden- 
ing year by year. In addition to the usual athletic work we have 
introduced military training during the Fall term for all boys who 
were not otherwise engaged in some form of supervised athletics. 
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During the winter months some other arrangement will have to be 
made, as the boys cannot drill outdoors in winter. Every girl has 
engaged in some form of physical training under the direction of 
the new physical director for girls, and this work is being con- 
tinued indoors during the winter months. Both of these developments 
are in line with the policy of the school of “athletics for all.” 


Any intelligent effort in this direction is effectively blocked by 
the lack of an athletic field and gymnasium, both of which are 
absolute necessities in a high school of our size. With these addi- 
tions to our athletic plant it would be possible to plan and to carry 
out a program of physical training for every student in the school 
that would be of untold value. A gymnasium of our own, that could 
be opened to the public when playing basketball, would greatly in- 
crease our revenue from this sport. As for the athletic field, the 
day is fast coming when it will be impossible to get other schools 
to send football teams here to play on the unimproved field which 
we now use. In fact, there are already a number of schools whose 
athletic directors refuse to allow their boys to take chances of 
broken bones on the field which our own boys are obliged to use 
daily, or give up football. 


Our clubs are prospering. A new rule made this year limits 
the number of activity offices that a student may hold at one time, 
thus distributing the training over a larger number of students. 
Another rule limits the number of clubs that a student may join to 
two, thus eliminating the possibility of over-emphasis of club work. 
The newest additions to the list of. clubs are the Rifle Club, under 
the direction of Mr. Marshall, which uses the indoor range of the 
National Guard, and is developing an interest in the proper use of 
military firearms, and the Library Club, a small group of girls who 
are doing exceptionally good work as student assistants in the school 
library. This library is now functioning as a school library should, 
and is constantly growing, and filling a need in the school. A Latin 
Club is also in process of being organized. 


A Student Council was organized this year, which meets weekly 
with the Principal and represents the school as a whole in matters 
where the voice of the school should be heard. Each member of the 
Council will in time become the head of a committee of non-council 
members so that eventually the student organization will include 
not only the ten council members, but some forty or fifty more com- 
mittee members. At present these committees deal with such mat- 
ters as corridor traffic, care of grounds and buildings, chapel pro- 
grams, school spirit, etc. 
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SCHOLARSHIP 

The schloarship of the school is on a desirable plane, and is 
constantly improving. An analysis of the grades given for the 
first quarter gave the following results. A total of 1891 grades were 
given, distributed as follows: A, 232; B, 497; C, 683; D, 333; 
EK, 146. In percentages they were divided as follows: A, 12.2 p. «; 
Pee eee eroOlnip. 20.0) 1917.6) p..eeraees, sl op. cs ‘The tenden- 
cy in the school is for teachers to demand more and more work in 
order to obtain these grades, so that each mark is coming to mean 
more than it formerly did. The policy of the school has two aims. 
One is to keep the standard for honor grades so high that no one 
will be certified into college who will lower the reputation of the 
school. The other is to so broaden the course of study, and to so 
humanize the subject matter, that no pupil will be forced out of 
school because the subjects are not suited to him. This means that 
by far the greater number of students will be found in the middle 
‘grades, of B, C. or D. 

NEW HIGH SCHOOL 

In spite of the temporary relief afforded by the addition to the 
Bisbee School, the need for a new high school is still real. We have 
no assembly hall worthy of the name; we have no gymnasium, no 
proper accommodations for pupils wraps, no proper place for athletic 
team to dress; our class rooms are overcrowded to the point where 
efficient teaching is difficult. The staff and the pupils could do much 
better work in a new building, and the school would be just so much 
more efficient. . 

In conelusion, I wish to thank the school authorities, the parents, 
citizens, and the pupils themselves, for their cooperation in making 
the school successful and efficient.

I hereby submit my annual report of the Agricultural De- 
partment for the past year. 

The boys who were enrolled in the agricultural course last 
year had a very successful summer with their projects. Most 
of them chose the growing of potatoes as their project work. 
They used certified Green Mountain seed. The boys were careful 
to keep the plants sprayed well with bordeaux mixture with the 
result that the late blight did not affect them as it did in most 
potato fields. The yield from the projects was exceptionally 
good. The quality was of the best. The boys are satisfied that 
it pays to use good seed and to practice spraying with bordeaux. 

Stephens High was represented again this year with a cattle. 
judging team at Bangor Fair. The following boys were in the 
team: Roscoe Barry, Frances Putnam, Bernard Thurston, Dom-. 
inic Levi and John Rollins. 

The School Garden club functioned as usual this last sum- 
mer.

Club work seems to be just about as popular now as ever 
and the boys and girls look forward to it as one of the big events 
of the year. 


At the opening of school this fall (1927) twenty boys en- 
rolled in the Vogational Agricultural Class at Stephens High. 
This is a somewhat larger enrollment than we have had for 
sometime. The class is studying Animal Husbandry this year 
with one day each week devoted to Farm Shop Work which in- 
cludes wood working, rope work, soldering, saw filing, and con- 
crete.

Since the opening of school, one pupil has withdrawn from 
the high school, three have withdrawn from the grammar school 
while five new pupils have entered the primary school. 

Our plant has undergone a complete transformation since 
last June. It has been modernized from attic to basement. The 
installation of a steam heating system, concrete floors in each 
basement, flush closets, an electric cooking range, and a com- 
plete printing plant has made our building and equipment all 
that could be desired. 

Heretofore the high school pupils have not done much 
work in manual training but the installation of a complete print- 
ing plant with the introduction of a course in printing has pro- 
vided them with the opportunity to indulge in this useful train- 
ing. Needless to say, they are taking full advantage of this 
splendid privilege. The pupils write, print and publish a news- 
paper every three weeks. This project gives them practice in 
grammar, composition, etc., as well as in the manual arts. 

It is a pleasure to work in a community where the citizens 
are ever on the alert to provide the school children with priv- 
ileges that usually come only to those in large school centers. 
One of my greatest desires is that the pupils will realize the 
significance of this interest on the part of the adult members 
of the community. They can then show their appreciation by 
building themselves for future good citizenship by starting now. 

I should like at this time to extend to you, to the several 
committee members, and the townspeople in general, my thanks 
for the co-operation that has made the past four years among 
the most pleasant and profitable of my life.

Dear Sir: 

I hereby submit my second annual report of the Rumford 
Evening School. 


During the past year, the classes of the Evening School have 
been held in the Stephens High School, the Virginia School, and 
two garages. 

-The winter term opened January 3, 1927, and ran for ten 
weeks. The fall term opened October 3, 1927, and ran for a 
similar period. During the winter term, the classes in Natur- 
alization, Elementary subjects, Typewriting, Embroidery, Dress- 
making, Cabinet making, and Commercial Art had the largest 
enrollments and the best attendance. With the ovening of the 
fall term, a very marked lack of interest was shown in Mil- 
linery. This is due to the present demand for felt hats, which 
are easily procured at the stores. The demand for a class in 
Embroidery proved to be about the same as last year. Besides 
these classes, the enrollment in the Naturalizition, Typewriting, 
Elementary subjects, Commercial Art, and Dressmaking classes 
is very satisfactory.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR At , 


L. E. Williams, Supt. of Schools. 
Dear Sir: 

I am pleased to submit my first report and at this time wish 
to thank you, the teachers and the School Board for their co- 
operation and support. .) 


As quoted from Euripides “Songs bring of itself a cheerful- 
ness that wakes the heart to joy.” This is what I have tried to 
accomplish and continue the work of previous years in the 
schools this year; make the children love their music, bring joy 
to their hearts. 


The question is asked, “Why does music occupy such an 
important place in the modern school curriculum?’ With the 
exception of reading it meets the real educational ‘objectives 
which fit the child for a richer, fuller living, to attune him to 
his environment. Music is reaching children in the schools that 
otherwise would lose all understanding of it. It is the one uni- 
versal language or the art of the people, understood and loved 
by all. Is not this proved true through the radio, which today 
brings music to everyone, far and near, whether they have a full 
understanding of it or not? Although the present era is the 


jazz era the classical is most appreciated by young and old, rich 
and poor. J 


I recommend that Music Appreciation which everyone can 
enter whether or not he has a voice, creative ability or technical 
ability be a required subject on the school curriculum. Owing 
to the lack of records and material to teach a thorough course 
in Music Appreciation I have been unable to teach the subject 
as it should be developed. At the present time labor hours are 
becoming less and less. If the laborer can use his idle time in 


listening to good music with a full understanding of same, is not 
this a real asset to the community? 
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GRADES 

I have tried to continue the work of previous years, in the 
Song Method or Progressive System, although I do not believe in 
‘drilling on too much technical work. The children love to sing, 
not to drill on technic. In the primary grades the children are 
able to sing by note at sight, the main purpose is to have them 
enjoy singing songs, whether at home,.on the street, or in the 
schoolroom. 

A Kinda Band has been formed at the Virginia School. The 
children are taken from the first and second grades. It is the 
beginning of rhythm work and ear training. The instruments 
are the sticks, kazoos, tambourine, triangle, drum, bells, blocks, 
and castanets. I am anticipating organizing a Kinda Band in 
the Pettengill, Chisholm, Bisbee, and MacDonald schools. 

Two part singing is introduced in the fourth grade, three 
part in the sixth grades and four part in the grammar grades 
‘or Junior High. 

If plans materialize I hope to put on a musical program in 
‘every building before the end of the year or a combined musical 
program representing each school, Music Week.

I recommend that music be a required daily subject on the 
Junior High program. At» present conditions there are good 
subject matters and material, but as my time is limited I only 
have a chance to see the Junior High once a week, therefore 
it takes several weeks to teach one song. A music period 

~ every day would be of great benefit. 

An operetta “The Windmills of Holland” is under way in 
the Junior High and will be produced the latter part of the 
Winter Term. 

Senior Hicu 

This is the first year that music has occupied a place on the 
High School curriculum, therefore there are great opportunities, 
but owing to the lack of time only the following have been 
organized. 

The Freshman Chorus which is required for all Freshmen 
is composed of one hundred and thirty-five members. At the 
time of writing the chorus is progressing very well. 

The Elective Chorus,made up of three upper classes, which 
number sixty-five, is progressing well with easy four-part music. 

The Girls’ Glee Club numbers fifty members, membership 
being limited to this number. The Club is already preparing to 
put on a concert combined with the Boys’ Glee Club and 
Orchestra. 
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The Boys’ Glee Club numbers twenty, composed of mem- 
bers from the Senior Class. New books were obtained for | 
“Male Glee Clubs,’ which were much appreciated. 

The Senior High School Orchestra numbers sixteen, the. 
Junior High Orchestra, six, the latter being organized this year. 
It is my ambition to enlarge these orchestras, although at time 
of writing very few of either the Junior or Senior High are 
studying a brass or woodwind instrument. The orchestras are 
ereatly in need of instruments for these sections; more string 
instruments are also needed. 

I recommend that a private teacher be hired in the school 
and teach a class for the purpose of organizing a Fife and Drum 
Corps, eventually leading to a band, which is greatly needed at 
high school functions. 

The joy in living finds its happiest expression in the arts, 
the greatest of which is music. Parents, co-operate with the 
schools to enjoy the best in music. |

Each year brings a new group of boys into the Seventh - 
grade, in which they begin this work. These boys are as a 
whole absolutely without knowledge or training in hand work of 
any kind. And it is interesting to note their progress and 
development as they advance through the grades and into high 
school. With the seventh grade classes crowded as they are, 
there being in many cases three boys to, a bench, it seems al- 
most impossible at times to reach them all, and give them the 
individual instruction desirable. I find, however, from year to 
year that they have acquired a surprising amount of skill, and 
knowledge of handwork, everything considered. 

And what is of more importance when we look at education 
in a broader light than this shop where boys are learning to 
produce and construct? For is it not handicraft which builds 
the city and maintains the world? When we think of the pro- 
portion of boys who some day will have to do their part in this 
work, we realize the importance of this side of their school 
training. 
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Of course, as is true of any other branch of education, we 
cannot teach everything to everyone. It is our aim, however, to 
give as much training as possible to every boy, in that line of 
work which interests him the most.

To L. E. Williams, Supt. of Schools. 
Dear Sirs 

At this time I wish to submit my third annual report of the 
Printing Department at Stephens High School. 

Since the installation of the Printing Department in 1923 
the: efficiency has been steadily increasing and I am gratified 
with the results now being obtained. 

The first class of students of printing, numbering six, was 
graduated in June, 1927. Harle Dunlay is employed by a local 
printing concern. Arthur Damour is interested in newspaper 
work. Paul Fuller is attending a technical school. John Pressey 
is employed by his father. John McKenzie is interested in a 
journalistic course. William Denholm is attending an appren- 
tice school for printers in New York. 

Many of the students to graduate in Jiine, 1928, are at pres- 
ent making plans and preparations to attend several different 
schools of printing next fall. . 

There have been several fonts of border and numerous orna- 
ments added to our equipment recently which facilitate our 
job work. . 

We have lately received fourteen reference books on various 
subjects of printing and several groups of Apprenticeship Les- 
sons. Beginning next September we wish to establish a more 
definite course of study in printing than has been previously 
offered. 

The Stephens Broadcast which is our weekly high school 
paper, printed in Stephens High School, by the Printing Depart- 
ment, appeared this year as a four page, five column sheet. One 
of the most notable features of the Broadcast is the addition of 
a feature service which consists of a comic strip, a health car- 
toon, a correct social usage cartoon, an editorial cartoon, a 
cartoon on high school topics, departmental headings, and special 
holiday features. 

The Broadcast was judged the best high school paper. in 
Maine tnis year by the Maine Secondary School Journalistic 
Conference. In the last three years the Broadcast has placed 
highest twice and third once, over all other high school papers 
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of the State. This creates a fine morale among the students of 
printing, as well as among the entire student body. 

I feel confident that the Printing Department will continue 
to be successful if as fine a spirit of co-operation between school 
board, superintendent, principal, department, and pupils, exists 
in the future as in the past. 

In closing I wish to state that the department welcomes 
visitors at all times, and will be very pleased to receive them 
and explain the “workings” of our shop.

Dear Sir: 

I hereby submit my second annual report of the work in 
the Home Economics Department. 

The Home Economics course is offered to the Seventh and 
Highth grades and the Freshmen girls of the Commercial and 
General courses. 

The sewing work in the Seventh grade is of an elementary 
nature and includes the preliminary steps in garment construc- 
tion. The cooking uniform which includes the cap, apron and 
holders are made in this grade and are used the following year 
by the girls in Junior High School. 

The Highth grade girls continue their sewing work and 
make a brief study of textiles and also take up another phase of 
Home Economics, that is cooking, or the study of foods. In this 
work the experiments that are tried out are only those that I 
feel will be applicable in every home. 

The Home Economics work in the Freshman class includes 
a study of foods in relation to health, their composition, their 
use in the body, selection and buying, their preparation, the 
planning and serving of meals and the preservation of foods; 
a study of clothing problems from many angles including the 
selection and purchase, construction of garments, textile pro- 
duction; and also a study of problems that relate directly to the 
home and family such as care and management of the home, 
selection and buying of house furnishings, care of the children, 
and care of the sick. 

Several improvements have been made in the Home Eco- 
nomics Department. The newest one is the six plate electric 
range for which I am very much pleased. I wish to thank all 
those who used their influence to secure these improvements 
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which will add greatly to the efficiency of the course.
